I T seems  fitting  that  we  should  celebrate  the  thirty-sixth  year  of  the 
founding  of  this  Society  on  the  birthday  of  one  of  the  greatest 
philanthropists  the  world  has  ever  known. 

If  Abraham  Lincoln  were  here  today  I know  of  nothing  that 
would  appeal  more  strongl}^  to  his  sympathies  than  the  work  we  are  doing — 
visiting  and  teaching  the  blind  to  read  and  loaning  to  them  embossed  books. 

Lincoln,  who  was  so  hungry  for  books  when  young,  and  who  yearned 
for  the  leisure  to  read  them  in  adult  life,  would  strongly  endorse  our  efforts 
to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  blind  the  best  kind  of  literature  the  world 
affords.  He  would  set  the  needs  of  the  blind  before  you  so  forcibly  that 
every  man,  woman  and  child  here  woukl  be  eager  to  help  this  Society  to 
continue  the  work  it  has  been  doing  for  the  past  thirty-six  years  and  also 
largely  to  increase  it,  for  his  heart  was  big,  his  sympathies  broad. 

The  Secretary’s  report  will  give  you  the  facts  and  figures  of  the  past 
year’s  work,  but,  as  Chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  National  Defence  (Medical  Section),  as  well  as  President  of  this 
Society,  I want  to  impress  upon  you  the  need  of  greater  effort  in  the  future. 

We  feel  that  in  spite  of  thirty-six  years  of  good  work  we  are  in  the 
infancy  of  our  endeavor.  There  are  many  blind  persons  in  this  State  whom 
our  teachers  have  not  yet  been  able  to  reach.  Many  of  their  pupils  could 
read  more  books  than  we  can  at  present  supply. 

With  your  aid  we  can  do  much  to  brighten  the  lives  of  those  brave 
fellows  who  will  come  home  to  us  after  having  sacrificed  upon  the  altar  of 
liberty  that  most  precious  of  all  gifts  — their  eyesight. 

It  will  not  be  enough  for  them  to  learn  a trade,  or  an  occupation  for  their 
liands  alone ; they  will  crave  occupation  for  their  brains,  made  keener  by 
their  physical  darkness.  It  is  when  they  take  up  the  “common  round  and 
daily  task,”  with  all  the  excitement  of  war  behind  them,  that  they  will 
need  the  inspiration  of  good  literature  to  keep  their  minds  open  to  the 
light.  By  teaching  them  to  read  for  themselves  we  enable  them  to  indulge 
their  own  individual  tastes  in  literature.  Almost  every  one  is  asked  to 
send  books  to  our  sokliers  who  are  now  being  trained  in  camps  or  who  have 
already  gone  “over  the  top  ” into  France.  If  the  actively  engaged  soldier 
needs  books,  how  much  more  will  his  blinded  comrade  need  them  when  he 
comes  home  to  live  in  physical  darkness  for  the  remainder  of  his  life  I

The  best  llial  we  can  g^ive  will  be  but  little  compensation  for  the  loss  these 
brave  fellows  will  have  suffered,  and  they  will  soon  be  coming  back  to  us, 
blinded  for  life.  We  must  be  prepared.  Our  present  funds  are  inadequate. 
We  appeal  to  your  patriotism  to  enable  us  to  meet  this  emergency. 

llow  can  you  help?  by  becoming  members  of  this  Society.  By  making 
it  possible  for  us  to  engage  more  trained  teachers  at  the  increased  rate  of 
salary  made  necessary  by  the  high  cost  of  living. 

We  need  a committee  of  enthusiastic  members  for  a campaign  to  raise  at 
least  .SIO, 000  for  our  Publication  Fund  to  stereotype  new  books.  Increased 
membership  means  not  only  increased  funds,  but  wider  interests  and 
broader  sympathies  with  those  who  live  in  physical  darkness,  and  we 
wannly  invite  you  to  join  us.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

It  is  onl}'  when  one  has  personally  visited  people  in  all  conditions  of  life, 
all  degrees  of  intelligence,  and  all  states  of  health  that  one  can  appreciate 
the  qualifications  needed  in  a successful  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind. 
It  is  also  necessary  to  visit  the  sightless  in  their  own  homes  to  fully  appre- 
ciate their  marvellous  patience  and  the  philosophic  attitude  of  the  vast 
majority  of  them  to  life  in  general  and  to  their  darkened  lives  in  particular. 

Our  Home  Teachers  are  gradually  covering  in  a most  systematic  way 
every  county  in  this  State.  If  they  gave  no  lessons,  the  results  of  their 
social  service,  their  cheerful  and  helpful  visits  alone  would  justify  this 
Society’s  existence  and  give  it  the  right  to  claim  the  generous  support  of 
the  public. 

During  1917,  6,626  visits  were  paid  to  the  blind  in  eighteen  counties  in 
Pennsylvania,  2,113  free  lessons  given — chiefly  in  finger  reading,  but  also 
in  writing,  crocheting,  knitting  and  sewing  --to  230  new  pupils,  besides 
those  who  were  carried  over  from  the  previous  year.  Of  these  lessons  1,408 
were  in  the  well-known  Moon  type,  which  is  indispensable  when  teaching 
those  who  have  lost  their  sight  in  adult  life. 

To  give  you  some  idea  of  the  value  of  the  personal  service  we  provide, 
let  me  quote  a few  facts  : 

According  to  the  census  there  were  86  blind  persons  in  York  County  in 
1910.  One  of  our  teachers  found  that  71  of  these  had  died,  removed  or  had 
good  sight — but  she  added  no  less  than  109  names  of  blind  people  to  the 
census. 

Lackawanna  County,  124  on  census,  50  deceased  or  removed,  and  87 
ailded. 

Franklin  County,  53  on  census,  26  deceased  or  removed,  and  69  added. 

Cumberland  County,  34  on  census,  16  deceased  or  removed,  and  74  added 
by  the  teacher.  The  list  could  be  greatly  extended,  but  these  accurate 
figures  are  quoted  to  prove  beyond  all  possibility  of  doubt  the  great  need 
of  the  personal  service  referred  to,  and  also  to  justify  our  estimate  of  6,000 
blind  persons  in  this  State.  In  the  two  schools  for  the  blind  in  the  State, 
there  are  381  children  — 237  at  Overbrook,  Philadelphia,  and  144  at 
Pittsburgh.  All  blind  children  found  by  our  teachers  are  referred  to  one  or 
the  other  of  these  excellent  schools  for  instruction.  Adults  able  to  work  are 
referred  to  the  various  industrial  organizations  for  the  blind,  the  aged  to 
the  Chapin  ^Memorial  Home,  aiul  the  needy  in  this  city  to  the  Blind  Relief 
Fund  of  Philadelphia. 

One  of  the  chief  aims  of  this  Society  is  to  co-operate  in  a fraternal  spirit 
with  all  other  kindred  organizations.  Xol  all  of  the  blind  are  able  to 
work,  not  all  are  willing  to  learn  to  read,  but  we  have  yet  to  find  a sight- 
less person  who  does  not  gladly  welcome  the  helpful  and  cheering  visits  of 
our  teachers,  all  but  one  of  whom  are  blind  or  partiall}'  blind. 


II  seems  always  necessary  to  remind  those  not  acquainted  with  the  world 
of  the  hliml  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  blind  population  are  incapacitated  tor 
industrial  or  professional  work,  and  it  is  to  these  especially  that  we  bring 

“light  through  literature.”  , o • . , t 

I^roiii  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  where  the  Society  s Library  is 
deposited  24,934  embossed  books  were  circulated  during  1917  among  899 
active  borrowers,  divided  as  follows  : 332  in  Philadelphia,  285  in  I ennsyl- 
vaiiia,  and  282  in  other  States.  a . 

Of  the  1.33  new  borrowers  added  during  the  year,  26  reside  in  1 liiladel- 
phia  57  in  Pennsylvania,  and  .50  in  other  States. 

All  expenses  of  circulation  outside  the  city  are  met  by  the  Society  as 
heretofore.

This  circulation  is  exclusive  of  a very  large  number  of  embossed  pamph- 
lets distributed  from  the  Secretary’s  office. 

On  December  31,  1917,  there  were  in  actual  use  4,060  accessioned 
volumes  belonging  to  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the 
Blind,  divided  as  follows  :

Seventy-one  new  titles  were  added  during  the  year,  making  the  total 
number  1,182. 

The  Society’s  Library  also  includes  a large  number  of  unaccessioned, 
unbound  magazines  in  Moon  type,  English  Braille,  American  Braille  and 
New  York  Point. 

From  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh,  4,642  embossed  books  were 
circulated  during  1917  among  358  active  readers  enrolled,  of  whom  46 
were  new  borrowers  added  during  the  year. 

Of  this  number  2, 134  were  Moon  type  books  belonging  to  this  Society, 
making  a total  circulation  from  the  two  Libraries  of  29,576  volumes,  of 
which  no  less  than  21,245  were  Moon  books. 

From  the  New  York  Public  Library,  out  of  a total  circulation  of  31,872 
embossed  books  during  1917,  5,717  were  in  Moon  type. 

From  the  California  State  Library,  Sacramento,  during  the  same  period, 
out  of  a total  circulation  of  13,469  no  less  than  5,447  were  in  Moon  type. 

These  figures  are  the  best  proof  of  the  need  of  more  books  in  this 
popular  type. 

It  is  a matter  of  interest  that  a request  for  Moon  books  was  recently 
received  from  the  Fiji  Islands.  The  Secretary  forwarded  it  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  Blind  of  California  State  Library,  where  there  is  a large  library 
of  Moon  books. 

During  the  year  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  guides  have  been  increased 
to  meet  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  living,  and  one  or  two  changes  have 
been  made  on  the  teaching  staff.  At  present  there  are  three  teachers  in 
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Philadelphia  and  four  out  in  the  Stale.  Vacancies  on  the  staff  will  he  filled 
as  our  funds  permit. 

Through  Miss  Crooks,  one  of  the  Home  Teachers,  the  Current  Events 
Club  of  Bradford,  Pa.,  has  contributed  $22.75  to  our  funds.  This  is  the 
secoml  contribution  from  the  Club. 

The  balance  on  hand  of  $294.11  contributed  to  Mrs.  L.  Webster  Fox’s 
Special  Christmas  Book  Fund  will  be  used  towards  the  stereotyping  of 
the  popular  book,  “Over  the  Top,”  by  vSergeant  Arthur  Guy  Empey. 

In  Maj'  last  the  S.  S.  “Southland”  was  torpedoed  and  sunk  by  the 
enemy.  Three  large  cases  of  Moon  type  books,  consigned  to  this  Society 
from  Brighton,  England,  went  down  with  her,  including  copies  of  “My 
Year  of  the  Great  War,”  by  Frederick  Palmer,  which  had  been  stereotyped 
for  the  Fox  Fund.  Happily  the  loss  was  amply  covered  by  insurance  and 
the  l)ooks  have  since  been  replaced. 

As  a delegate  from  this  Society,  the  Secrebiry  attended,  in  June,  the 
1917  Convention  of  the  American  Association  of  Workers  for  the  Blind, 
held  at  Portland,  Maine,  a full  report  of  which  can  be  read  in  the  Jidy,  1917, 
number  of  “The  Outlook  for  the  Blind,”  a quarterly  ink-print  magazine 
published  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  which  we  liearlily  recommend  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  work  for  the  blind. 

We  regret  that  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Sparks,  owing  to  his  many  other  activi- 
ties, has  been  obliged  to  resign  from  the  Board  of  Managers. 

On  June  2Sth  Mrs.  Margaret  ilorris  Moon,  widow  of  the  first  Secretary, 
and  a charter  member  of  this  Society,  passed  away.  At  a meeting  of  the 
Board  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

“ Resolved  : That  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Home  Teaching  Society  and  Free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind 
desire  to  record  their  sincere  appreciation  of  the  efforts  which  the  late 
Mrs.  Margaret  Morris  ^loon  exerted  during  her  lifetime  to  promote  and 
sustain  the  work  of  Home  Teaching  among  the  adult  blind  through  the 
medium  of  this  Society,  as  well  as  for  the  provisional  legacy  to  it  by  her 
will.” 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  Dr.  L.  Webster  Fox  for  his 
devotion  to  the  Society  as  President;  to  our  able  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  J. 
Wilkinson,  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  the  interests  of  the  Society  ; to  the 
various  committees  which  have  served  throughout  the  year ; to  all  sub- 
scribers, contributors,  and  to  the  following  donors  of  embossed  books  for 
our  Library  : The  Ziegler  Publishing  Company,  The  New  York  Association 
for  the  Blind,  The  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  (London),  The  Xavier 
Free  Publishing  Society  for  the  Blind,  The  Society  for  Providing  Evangeli- 
cal Religious  Literature  for  the  Blind,  The  Bible  Training  School,  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist  (Philadelphia),  Miss  Hannah  A.  Babcock, 
Mr.  William  Klinefelter  (104  monthly  and  48  weekly  magazines  in  English 
Braille),  Mrs.  S.  E.  Rogers,  Mr.  James  W.  Moore  and  Mr.  Harry  Shatto. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  also  due  to  the  authors  and  publishers  who 
have  kindly  given  permission  for  the  reprotluclion  of  books  in  the  Moon 
type,  to  the  various  newspapers  of  the  city  and  State  which  have  given 
publicity  to  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  to  Mr.  Ellis  A.  Gimbel  for  the 
beautiful  flag  decorations  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Just  before  the  war  broke  out  we  in  America  were  rejoicing  in  the  success 
of  the  efforts  of  the  National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness, 
through  which  laws  were  being  enacted  and  enforced  in  several  States, 
which,  if  rigidly  enforced  everywhere,  would  eventually  reduce  the  large 
blind  population  of  the  United  States  to  a minimum.  There  is  something 
truly  sardonic  in  the  thought  that  while  a comparatively  small  army  of 
earnest  men  and  women  are  bravely  fighting  to  prevent  blindness  through 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  industrial  accidents  and  other  causes,  three-fourths 
of  the  coiintries  of  the  world  are  engaged  in  a conflict  which  will  result  in 
a tremendous  increase  of  blindness  everywhere,  as  well  as  among  the  very 
flower  of  American  manhood.

?4arson!  bimself,  has  given  the  blind  of  the  world  tremendous  encour- 

agement and  help  by  his  personal  example  an<  hard  work  in  their  behalf.

Institiiti  for  the  Blind,  I.ondon-which  is  a Trustee  of  the  Moot 
and  of  which  Sir  Arthur  Pearson  is  President— a grant  of  fcl,00(  (Ni, OOO)  to 
cover  the  cost  of  stereotyping  new  titles  in  Moon  type,  the  work 
to  cover  a period  of  three  years.  We  hope,  with  your  help  to  be  able  to 
purchase  copies  of  these  books  when  stereotyped,  to  meet  the  constant^ 
growing  deiiitind  from  our  renders  for  more  books.
